REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-4, and 6-9 are found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The applicant's amended claims now require the inclusion of specific fluorinated 
bases, diacetone alcohol, and dimethyl sulfoxide. 

4. The combination of these three specific compounds was not found in the prior art 
of record. Nor would it have been obvious to combine these three compounds to for the 
applicant's claimed composition. 

5. The remainder of the reference cited are to demonstrate the state-of-the-art in 
solvent compositions.
